Governor West tcId 
hint he must return west. Kelley re- 
plied that he did not believe the men 
would board the cars, and was informed 
that the Governor had means of putting 
them 011. The Governor hud a stormy 
interview with Superintendent Knapp 
•t the Southern Pacific, in which Knapp 
•aid be could not return the men unless 
they paid full fare. It ia now certain 
the army will not be moved tonight. 
The Southern Pacific refuses all assist- 
ance, ft is impossible to find men to 
run a train. It ia openly said the road 
JB doing all things possible to deleat the 
Governor. The latter declares he will 
not yield an inch and that the delay 
will be brief. 


OtiuKN, U.T., April 10.—After the 


men decided to go east Governor West, 
warned them againsttheir unwise decis- 
ion. A ruuior is current that unless the 
army is sent out tonight it will attempt 
to capture and run a Southern Pacific, 
train oust.

wing of Coxey'a army comes here it 
will be taken to the stock yards, where 
iooii will he .provided by the city. An 
effort will be made to have the army 
move on within an hour after its arrival.

The Army Outwitted by the Rail- 


road People. 


UHNO, Nov., April 10.—The 
Keno 


contingent of the industrial army seized 
an east-bound train here this morning, 
climbing on tha tops of four freight 
cars attached in the rear oi a passenger 
train, and refused to leave the cars when 
ordered to do BO. 


A switch engine was then sent down 


the yard and coupled to the freight caw, 
*nd before the common wealers knew 
what was happening the cars were de- 
tached from the train and they were 
ipeeding back westward. The passen- 
ger train then proceeded and the switch 
engine subsequently brought the freight 
cars and commonwealers back to town. 
The leaders claim they will ignore the 
injunction of the Dtab courts forbidding 
the army to inarch into that territory. 
They say they will call it the "heaven- 
at-hand" array on a pilgrimage to 
Washington, and will claim the consti- 
tutional right of performing religious 
duties. M. Gorman of San Francisco, 
who was appointed to fill the place of 
Lieutenant White, was arrested at 1 
o'clock on a charge of leading a not. 
While a majority of the army followed 
him to the court house, another train 
milled out with eight aboard. The 
balance when ordered to disperse went 
into camp on the outskirts of town.

"It is probably the beat organized, 


nit I am as hop'eful of carrying Kings 
uid Tulare as this, and we organized 
Madera in a manner surprising to our- 
selves as well as to others.

'Men average alike. In communities 


vhere men have learned that Republi- 
cans and Democrats hold the ?aniK duss 
laws that have given half our wealth to 
1-1,000 persons, then theyno longer hope 
i-» pet relief by swapping Presidents and 
c tii^re-'prnpn, and they are coming r:ip- 
i-ily to ua."

thoughtful men and entrapping others. 
By introducing scoundrels from the gal- 
lows to heaven ind so denying that 
men reap as they sow, they annihilate 
all inceniivt; to noblt; action and make 
boys think they can get asgooil a crop 
by planting corn in Octut>er fl« by 
planting in .May. This leads to worth- 
lessnesa. 


"We do, not expect to remedy all this in 


a day, but we expect to call a ha!tin the 
downward course thin fall, and thVji do 
something by way of public works for 
immediate relief, and then build up by 
just laws on the same plan aa our postal 
system. It will come soon or all is lost."

Professor Zanders is a man of con- 


siderable note, and of such reputation 
"n the community as to render it ex- 
:remely improbahl.uhat he would 
!:u.;fi in any nefarious plut againet the 
jrojterty oi'unv oue, to say nothing of 
-.king life U> obtain it. 


liis reputation stands him well 


:iand at this time, for while everyone .„ 
inclined to give him the benefit of a pre- 
sumplion of innocence, his statement of 
the circumstances is so remarkable :is 
:o stagger belief. 


He pays that Knausch is of American 


jirih, and that he first met him about 
thirty-five years ago, while crossing the 
plains. 
He was running a wavside 


store, and they struck up a friendship 
that lias been continued to date. 


They mined together for some time 


with varying success before Sanders left 
:iim, and Knausch went up to the inte- 
rior of Washington on the border of 
British Columbia, where he amimu- 
ated a fortune and retired from busi- 
ness, uml has spent much of his time 
since then in travel. 


He says Knausch is between 50 am: 


iO years of age; is ft large man, with u 
icavy dark beard, lie is u bachelor, 
very devout, entertaining something 
ikiii to Swedenborgian views. He cited 
as an instance of lua religious bent 
.hat he had seen him when fortune 
was not smiling on them, bow his hen1'

-;.t years ngo and at that time went over 
be Wootton ranch and, it seems, liked

enns with Woolton, conducted the ne- 
;o tuitions. 


Knausch asked Sanders to give him

Wootton to pay him as much as he 
could of his fee and he would make the 
rest good. Accordingly, Sanders mapped 
int the entire place, showing him the 
location and kind oE fences, the amount

springs, etc., and bad a continued cor- 
respondence with him about it. 


Knausch did not visit Sanders at hig 


louse because of a mutual antipathy be- 
;ween him and Mrs. Sanders, who it is 
rumored is inclined to don the tuascu- 
ine raiment and challenge Xantippe in 
tongueing it. He wrote to Sanders, 
itating what time he would meet him on 
,he \Vootton ranch, and be went over 
.here for that purpose. 


Prior to this he says Knauecb had 


written to him about depositing a large 
lum of money, much more than $20,- 
000, in one of the Fresno banks, and 
asked Sanders to suggest one. He had 
written to him to place it in the Loan 
t Savings Bunk, put that was the day 
,he bank closed its doors for twenty- 
onr hours. He had not mailed the let- 
er, and when be found tlie bank's 
doors closed, added a post script to that 
effect, and withdrew all recommenda-

Tiie arguments of Messrs. \V. I>. Tup- 


per nnd W. W. Footo in the Heatli 
yesterday were a strong pre?entation 01 
the facts relied on by the defense. 


The court house was crowded and the 


attention undivided. 
The arguments 


were bold and vigorous, the defense de- 
manding of the jury a conviction in the 
tirat decree or an acquittal at the hands 
of the jury. 


Mr. Johnson has five and one-half 


hours in which to make the closing argu- 
ment, after which Judge Shaw will 
charge the jury. The charge will neces- 
sarily be somewhat lengthy, and at its 
close the case will be given to the jury, 
probably about 5 o'clock p.m. 


MOHNISO SESSION'. 


Mr. Tnpper in opening the argument 


apologi/cd for the language used on the 
previous day, iu which he accused 
F. H. Short of falsehoods in Ins argu- 
ment. He eaid the expressions used by 
him in the heat of argument were not 
intended as an attack upon Mr. Short's 
vtnifity and that no personal reflection 
was imtmtled.

process of Judge Gallowiiy'aeonrt shows 
it was in February or March. And he 
called attention to the fact that Peck, 
while a deputy under the sheriff, at the 
close of the. last trial tried to incite a 
mob agaiust Harry Lane. Mr. Foote 
paid a tribute to Lane as u man of in- 
tegrity. 


Mr. Foote then spoke of the legal

He expreasetJ sympathy for 
McWhirter's widow and mother in their 
loss and asked tho jury that the case be 
decided upon the merits. 


MR. JOHNSON'S ADDKKSK. 


Mr. Johnson l>egan by saying that 


There is not the slightest thing to point 
to suicide. Mr. Johnson ended with 
an impassioned apostrophe to the spirit 
of Louis li. McWhirter. 


This disposes of the bulk of the de- 


ense, the suicide theory, and then he 
took up the abuse of witnesses by (ho 
ittorneysof defense which was such as 
to give Measrs. Tnpper and Foote high 
standing on the liarbary Coast, and 
among the fisherwoiucn of Billingsgate. A

Mr. Johnson then addressed the jury 


with regard to the legal presumption of 
innocence, which was not intended to 
protect the guiky, and thy principle ot 
reasonable doubt, which was one not 
horn in merc.y and sympathy, but in 
reason. It must be such a doubt as a 
reason can be given for; not a Harry 
Lane doubt. 


The matter of being 
juror does not 


alter one's relations; they are to act 
with tho same intelligence as in the or- 
dinary in at tern, and makea correct de- 
cision", no matter what heart strings 
may break. 


Circumstantial evidence is the strong- 


est sort of evidence, and will not lie; 
witnesses may. It is only to be quali- 
fied by reasonable doubt; not every 
louht, but every rational doubt. In 
.he olden time it was said that all roads 
i:d to liOTiie; PO in this case, all circum- 
stances point to the ^uilt of the defend- 
ant. 


The issue in this case is: "Is this de- 


enilant guilty of the, death of Louis B. 
.McWhirter? All

He 
Iocs not agree with Tuppur Unit there 
was bravery in suicide. A suicide is 
never a brave man ; a suicide ta always 
a coward, who is willing to enjoy the

He then pictured the happiness of 


MrAVhirtcr'a family surroundings, nnd 
said that lie had everything to live for, 
ami the "Blasingnme gold" dwelt on so 
much by the lawyer* for the defence 
was at his command, and them was no 
motive under the sun for him to commit 
suicide. 


Winchell, Fresno's local Hawkahaw, 


found some clotheslines similar to thou- 
sands of others, and eome powder marks 
>n tho fence, and Tnppar hammered the

He then apoke of Tupper brag- 
ging about shaking hands with the wife 
murderer and the bandit, and supposed 
that H he ever appealed to the people 
for their votes he would have that hand 
on e&hibitiou as a drawing card, and 
when he died would bequeath it to 
Stanford University as a curiosity. 


UK eays that Heath would not shake 


the hanils of the attorneys for the pros- 
ecution- I know of one ho will not 
clasp, and quoting the parting of Mar- 
mion and houglas said that Grove L, 
Johnson's hand \vua his

Heatb, the murderer, should never clasp 
his hand. 


Mr. Johnson then paid a tribute to 


Fresno county and the wondrous enter- 
prise that had turned a desert into a 
garden, and the people should be proud 
of it, and they should not by a verdict 
say that the lilnsingame gold had cor- 
rtipted the whole county. 


Mr. Tnpper had commented on the 


fact that hired counsel ran the case. It 
is the game condition of things that ex- 
isted when Tupper convicted Evans and 
when Short convicted Vincent, which 
honor Mr. Tupper now wante to take 
away from him, uml I don't blame him. 
Mr. Walser had done all he, could in the 
case, and iiad a bright future before 
him.

No attempt has 


been made to give any reason for such 
action other than the interests of tbe 
foreign producers. It is a cruel and un- 
necessary blow to a domestic industry, 
which within a period of five years has 
lowered the cost of raisins to the con- 
sumers of this country not less than 50 
ptr cent.

END OF THE HEATH TRIAL. 


The second trial of Richard S. Heath 


for the murder of Louis B. McWhirter 


raseude-d yesterday by the discharge of 
the jury, which had stood ten for con- 
viction and two for acquittal during 
nearly all of the time of their lengthy 
deliberation, nnd were unable to agree 


n a verdict. 
The result ol this trial has dis!»p- 


.ointed the hope so earnestly enter- 
tained in this community that it would 
•esultin lifting the dark cloud of mys- 
,ery which shrouds this awful deed, and 
leave no doubt in the public minil re- 
garding it. Some of the new and dam- 
aging evidence introduced in this trial 
has served to create new complications 
and arouse fresh suspicions in the pub- 
lic mind, but it was not sufficient to 
convince all of the twelve jurymen of the 
defendant's guilt. It has left the case 
in a shape which ia satisfactory to no 
one, Jwhatever hie opinion may to re 
garding tbe guilt or innocence of tin 
accused. 


The question as to whether the cas>

Au Interesting Discussion 


by Teachers. 


luiii Sunday's Imily. 
The severe wind, the drifting pand nor 


the seductive voice of nature succeeded 
in keeping the many earnest teachers 
from assembling at the high school 
building yesterday afternoon to discuss 
the educational topics of the day. The 
meeting was promptly called to order 
by President Lindsay. It is mainly 
through the ellicient, energetic efforts of 
Mr. Lindsay that the meetings are as 
successful as they have been. 


The first topic of the day was "Botany 


in Elementary Schools" by Trofe.-sor G. 
S. Sones of the Fresno high school. He 
introduced the subject by stating that 
tact and skill are required to teach 
botany successfully. The child should be 
brought into contact with the object. 
Lessons should not be given that are 
mere blackboard figures to be memor- 
ixod. Guide pupils to observe. For in- 
stance, get them to examine climbers 
and see the interest manifested at the 
next recitation period. Put vegetable 
forms be,forc them and teach them from 
the forms themselves. Mr Soues out- 
lined the objects to be attained as fol- 
lows:

the whispering pines and flowery dells. 


Fifth. It teaches cause and effect. 


No.accidents occur in nature. 


Mr. Sones would omit technical terms 


to young children. Do not have them 
be mechanical. Be a student with 
them. For a class beginning in Febru- 
ary he would teach first seeds and ger- 
mination by having seeds growing in 
boxes, partly filled with sawdust, or any 
substance not soil. 
Then take up 


leaves and classify. 
Later study the 


fruit, or pistil, which is tbe .most im- 
portant part of the plant for the purpose 
of analysis. 


At the close of the talk, Prof. Slate of 


the State University, commented on the 
merits of the paper. He does uol "

When the rain had ceased and the 


waters begun to recede it would natur- 
ally be by evaporation, which would be 
greatest within the tropics. That woult 
produce a return of the current in that 
direction, which would carry icebergs 
in which the bodies of animals of botl 
tropical and polar species were inter 
mingled far beyond tbe limits which 
they now reach, where they^ would be- 
come stranded, and after being melted 
the remains of animals which had been 
carried by them would become incor 
porated iii soil as now found.

be the Johnson-Locke Mercantile Com 
pauy, although it did not say BO. It dk 
not .contemplate, necessarily, any co- 
operative packing association, and it wat 
not made quite clear how the packed 
raisins were to be got into the hands ol 
the central association, in case the pack- 
er? should not t)e found willing to co- 
operate in the movement. It contem- 
plated the raising by the growers of n 
imd of about $60,000 by stock subscrip 
tions of $1 per acre, Mr. Johnson stat- 
ing that they could secure the addition^' 
funds needed, as they probably could. 


The convention, having heard Mr 


Johnson, passed him a vote of thank 
,ud then, by formal resolution, indorse 
the plans of the state exchange, 
then appointed a committee of sevr. 
instructed to take all plans presented ' 
all persons into consideration, aud i 
port to a later convention some ch 
and practicable plan by which the r 
sin growers of the valley could 
actually brought into a working ass< 
ation. After many meetings, extent 
over two weeks, all of which, except 
very last, were open to all interest 
this committee reported to a conv 
tion held in Kutner hall on Februi 
24th, and reported in THE REPUBLK 
of the next morning. This report, wh 
was unanimously adopted, consisted 
a series of fourteen resolutions, of wlr 
the essential portions were an follows 


First—That a corporation should 


formed, to be called the Central Calif, 
nia Raisin and Dried Fruit Associate 
with headquarters at Fresno, to be Ex- 
clusively controlled by growers, whfch 
should sell the entire raisin crop of Che 
valley 
at prices 
fixed 
by itself 


through such agencies as it might deter- 
mine, but that the representatives of 
the growers ehould have absolute con- 
trol. 


Second—That the formation of co-op- 


erative 
packing 
companies, 
selling 


through the central association, should 
be encouraged. 


Third—That no attempt should be 


made to injure the business of each 
packers as would not attempt to control 
the aale, independent of the central as- 
sociation of twch goods as they might 
pack. 


Fourth—That the central association 


should sustain and support the Califor- 
nia State Dried Fruit Exchange, which, 
in turn, should use all its influence to 
promote the success of the central asso- 
ciation, and should assume the responsi- 
bility of inspection. 


Fifth—That a fund for advances should 


be obtained, as a beginning, from grow- 
ers by subscriptions to the stock of the 
association at the rate of $1 per acre. 


A board of eleven directors was ap- 


rectors to persevere, regtrdleas of the 
refusal of any one pertoo, or any small 
number of persons, until it should ap- 
pear just what could be done under the 
plan which had been so carefully worked 
out and which met with such general 
approval. 
The board thought otherwise and have

JUSTICE. 


Where Jurors Were Not 


Controlled By the Evi- 


deuee. 


any one oi improper con- 


duct, but it U certainly time for the pub- 
lic to known that all blame is not at- 
tached to the olficera. Uia not U,- <>uky 
tune that juries have refused to c-xwict 
and it is not the only time that the cry 
of persecution has been raised aa u justi- 
fication for letting violator? nf tf^ ?ST 
escape. It anything is to be accom- 
plished in an effort to enforce the lav 
honest, intelligent juroru must be gov- 
erned by preponderance of evidence, sot 
by sympathy or prejudice. Let justice 
be done, though the heavens fall and 
let tbe b.anif, if uiame mnrt be. rest 


KiHTG.'t liti'teuf.ix :—So thoroughly 


have the good and substantial citizens 
oi Fresno become imbued of late wilt? 
the idea of reform, morally, socially and 
politically, and EO thoroughly have they 
awakened to the fact chat the law in 
some instances has iteen but poorly en- 
forced, that a righteous howl has gone up 
that has attracted the attention oi her 
neighbor; for many rnilea around. So 
re.-tiyc hiive they heroine nnder these 
conditions that ;t uinst pressing demand 
has been made for :i more strict observ- 
ance of Uw ami order. This sentiment 
has so far rrysiiuliml as to assume the 
shape oi organised effort ou the part of 
both the citizens ami olh'cers, which has 
for its effort a concert of action towards 
iiore effective enforcement of such laws 
and ordinances as most nearly concern 
13 lot-ally. 


All persons of whatever vocation, who 


are. oi a law abiding disposition, are in 
hearty accord ou this proposition, yet.it 
ia a sad but notorious fact that a convic- 
tion by a jury in most instances, even 
where the evidence ia overwhelmingly 
adverse to the accused, is almost im- 
possible when any effort at a defence is 
made. The flimsiest and most improb- 
able circumstances of doubt are permit- 
ted to obscure the mental vision of those 
trying the case. In most cases the ever 
convenient "doubt" intervenes to res- 
cue the criminal from Uia perilous posi- 
tion. Most juries seem to act on an en- 
tirely erroneous idea as to the legal von-\ 
struction of the 
term, 
"reasonable • 


doubt," aud tn permit thn most trifling I 
circumstance or improbable statement1 
in evidence on the part of the defense 
in criminal cases, to outweigh the more 
reasonable nnd stronger array of evi- 
dence of guilt, simply by reason of a 
possible doubt. Miscarriage of justice 
in all such instances ia either attributa- 
ble to gross ignorance or criminal care- 
lessness on the part of the juror in lack 
of proper regard for his oath, ior few 
cases of any nature appear on court 
dockets whose merits do not permit of a 
possible doubt where they rest on the 
testimony of human witnesses. 


The inconsistent and inexcusable con- 


duct of some of our juries is exemplified 
by the results in the trial of two cases 
last week. The lirst was the trial of a 
Chinese gambler in the city recorder's 
court on Thursday, and the second the 
trial of a druggist Friday for Belling 
whisky on Sunday iu violation of the 
oidinauce regulating the same. In tlie 
former case the oUirers made p. raid, 
surrounded and captured a fan tan 
game in Chinatown. 
A number ol 


Chinamen were captured in the act of 
concealing their money and gambling 
outfit. 
Em;li Oil nn man demanded a 


separate trial, aud the tirst one placed 
ou trial demanded a jury. Several wit- 
nesses test i lied to the facts cited above 
and one. Chinese testified that they were 
all gambling ami that the defendant was 
gambling. The defendant alone testi- 
fied to the contrary. The jury acquit- 
ted. This jury consisted principally ol 
the best citizens of the town, several ol 
them being conspicuous reformers and 
imong those who have been active in 
;hoir condemnation of olliewl corruption 
imi ollicml neglect of duty. One 01 
more of them are church members, ant 
one of them asked one of the witnussub 
on the stand if he had ever taken pan 


raid on this side of the railroat 


track.
